MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 

SUBJECT: Minutes of the 25 September Meeting of the 
Cornerstone Laying Planning Group 


1. Mr. McDonald opened the meeting with the introduction of Mr. Robert 
Goodwin, (telephone: 223-2406) of Meredith Corporation. Mr. Goodwin is the 
White House point man for the cornerstone laying. 


2. Mr. Goodwin confirmed that there will be no press at the event. 

Marlin Fitzwater, the Vice President's Press Secretary, is aware of this. 

Mr. Goodwin indicated that 30 minutes of the Vice President's time (10:30 a.m. 
to 11:00 a.m. on 31 October) has been booked for the event. The Vice 
President's remarks will be 10 minutes in length. Outside remarks by the Vice 
President must be unclassified. Inside remarks, if any, will be classified. 
Mr. McDonald indicated that bunting should be used around the outside 
stand(s). Mr. Goodwin will try to get 40 minutes of the Vice President's time 
so that Mr. Casey can escort the Vice President through the rope cordon and up 
to the crowd. (This was later changed by the Vice President's office to from 
10:00 a.m. to 10:45 a.m. on 1 November 1985. Forty-five (vice 30 or 40) 
minutes of the Vice President's time was confirmed.) The Vice President would 
then mingle with the Agency employees attending the event. 


3. Mr. McDonald indicated that in the past, the White House photographer 
has allowed the Agency to review the photographs he wants to archive. 
Additionally, Mr. Goodwin sees no problem with the use of Agency photographers 
and video tapers in addition to the White House photographers.
